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The Last New Disanse.
From the Lendon Laneet.

We have Intely had to refer more than onoe to
the provalence of pamaitie diseaso in Germany,
arimng from esting pork infested with the
opwly obeerved friohing spiralis.  Dr, Thudi
chum addresses us with the following particu-
tars of the outbrask at Hedersleben :—

Reliable nocounts of the epidémio of trichinia-
sis at Hedersleben, in Prussian S8axony, anow It
to hayve boen the mopt extensive and fatal of all
ontbeeaks hitherto recorded, While the Hetts
stadi sutbrenk caused severe sickness to upwurds
of one hundred and filty persons, and the death
of wwenty-caght out of this number,tho epldemio
of Hedersloben hine already (up 1o December 21,
1866) produced upwards of ninety deatha, From
these figures wo fuay fairly conclude that the
towl number of pertons attpcked amounts to
several hundreds, All this havoo has been cansed
by one trichinous pig! The butcher, having
recognized the abnormal nermmnce ol the meat
of thre pig, had carefully tafmsc-d it by mixing
it with the meat of two healthy

Plurn. or andded
it insmall pieces to larger jointa of pork to make
up weight, He made thie confession shortly be-

fore hils desth, which was caused by trichininsis
contracted from his own meat, His wife also
died of the dlsease.

The mest lamentable part of the history of
this outhreak Is, however, the circumstance that
the practitioners resident st Hedersleben falled
to dingnose the disesse in the early stages of the
first oases, 'when there would have been time to
selee and destroy much ot the fatal pork then
exhibiting in tbe bulcher's shop, The sudden
and imullancous seizure of many persons with
vomiting and purging, with griping, spusm, and
collapee, cffectunlly simulated w commencing
epldemic ol cholera, and obluta was usea frealy
to arrest the symptoms, When the course and
fatality of the outbreak at last led to a correct
appreciation of its nature, the time for preven-
tion, mitigation, or palltion had passed by,

Enny physicians, irom all parts of Germanr,
have gone to Hedersleben to stody the diseass,
The public have been roused once mors (0 a8
sense of the dangor. Panie impels to unreason
able propositions, and reasonable measures are
neglected, Iguorance and folly form & grotesque
hackground.

At Berlin & meeting of town councillors,
butchers, doctors, and n sprinkiing ot the geues
ral public was held shortly before Christmas,
Protessor Virchow saddressed the meeting, nnd
wged the necessity of Instituting a micro-
sopioal exvmination of sll pork, At the con-
cliston of his speech he haoded to the Prosi-
dent a picoe of swoked sanssge and s plece of
meat irom 8 ;}ig which had been recoguized ns
trehinous. Lereupon s veterimlrg practi-
tienor named Urban rose, and combated all
ttut seience has ascquired during the past five
seare a8 an unfounded illusion. * Trichine,”
be said, “are the most harmiess animals in the
vorld, It is only doctors without practice who
nuke & noise about them, in order to create
sme ocoupation for themselves,” ebe,  (Great
irterruption; the Prosddent 1s obligel to stop
the vetermarian), Dre, YVircuow aud Mason
drmand an apology from M. Urban. Dr. Mason
ciallenges Urbun to eat some ol the sausage on
the President's table. (Sreat applanse,) Urs
mn wishes to explain, rhe meeung calls upon
iim o eat, *‘He had not spoken of Berlin
wotors (C‘eat, eat’), bat of those at Hedersleben,
(Eat.') He would first sée whother the sausage
onlained trichioe.” (Great langhter, and con-
fnued shouts of “‘ent, eat, eat.” (Whereupon
A. Urban suddenly selzes the sausage on the
Tregident's table, bites off u inimru. eats it, nud
raves the hall forthwith, amid the applause and
aughter of the assembly. 2

About five days later (on December 21) the
Jeizeitung roported tuat the veterinarian, Urban
vas ill, He was coctined 1o his bed, and his

rmis and legs were paralyzed. A hope was
xapressed chat the iliness was not caused by
richin® contsined in the sousage of which he
1ed IIJt'I.'D badgered to swsllow a plece. Van
hope !

The Betlin butchers, finding the!r trade ex-
tinguished, held s meeting on the 30th of Da
cember, and resolved, with two hundred votes
against nine, to make arrangements for the
microscopic examination ol all pork. They have
petitioned for the co.operation ol the muniei-
pality, and desire to make the examination obli-
gatory upon all,

The butchers in the exporting towns of North
sarmany also fustituted microscopic cxamina-
tions. Thus we learn thata butcher at Flens-
burg, in Schleswig, who kills 15,000 pigs per
annum, the meat ol which is mostly exporied to
Bugland, bas adopted this measure of precantion;
his is”laudable; but no one should rely upon such
sxamination exclugively. All pork should be
nost carefully cooked before use. Trichiow in
nan are prevented with certaluty, only by care-
ul and thorough cooking,

Some say, “We in England do not eat raw
neat, and therefore the danger of trichiniasis
ioes not affect us.,” This is an error. In at
east one county the agricultural iaborers do esc
‘aw baoon., But the strongest proofl of the pos-,
ibility of trichinissis breaking oul among us
it any tume i8 the circwmstance that the com-
non tapeworm from pork, Tanig solium, 15
dway e infesting 4 number ol pergons throughout
he Kingdom. Now, if measlés survive salting,
moking, and cooking (so called), and, after
pge-tion, become tapeworms, a jfurtiori it is
lear that trichins will survive these proceasses,
weause they are much better protected against
heirmnfluence than measles, The trichina hes
ween disoovered in this country; cases of trich-
niasis have unguestionably been ob=erved, and
nstances ol encapsuled trichinme are constantly
wing discovered in our anatomical theatrss,
)nly last year a subject with millions of trich-
awm in its flesh was dissected in the Middlesex
dospital. Why, therefore, disguise or deny the
langer? Let usprevent it, Lot us be ready to
neet it at all stages. Let us search for the
source whenece the pig receives the triching, and

ndeavor to close it up,

T ke Newly Opened Ports in Japan.

The London Pall Mall Gazetle of Junuary 6
rives the following interesting accouunt of vhe
wo Jupanese ports just opened to foreign trade:

TUE FREE PORTS OF JAFAN,

e telegram from Galle announcing that the
Mikido of Jupan bas given his ssuction to the
apering of the port: ot Osacen, or Ghotuka, aud
diﬁﬂ 1o foreign wade, 18 importunt. Thede
plawes, which are only aboot a dozen miles sepa-
rat, afford the most \mpor.ant commercial posi-
tio in the land of the Bsing Sun, and sdmis-
5.0 (o them may be expected to resnlt in & very
cosiderable increase of our trade with thot
cautry. Indeed, it 12 hkely o be ol more con-
squence than all the other privileges wiuch our
It'ﬂlg conters,

“Bir Hurry Parkes is & very ezorgetic Minister,
wrsryedly pornlm’ with the, British community
o the far East, and his getion 1o the matter may
wve bad some lmmediste elfect; but the opening
of thess two ports—Hiago a8 & port where
fereign ships might lie and foreigners reside,
Obotaka as & pluce where wrade might b® carried
on without the privilege of residence—was only
4 question of time, In Lord h‘.l%n'! treaty with
Japan it was stipulated that Brinsh subjucts
were 10 be admitted to themw in 1883; but in 1863
the Taicoon and Japanese ambassadors to Eng-
lund prevailed upon Earl Russell to postpone
the earrying out of this Arrangement by graot
ing other privileges, such us an a:l:eu port in the
island of Tsusima, and by urgently l'vpru::-enhnﬂ
to him that novel intercoursa with sirangers hi
brought their country to the verge of a revolu-
tion, and that the Government winnted time to
deal with the disturbing miluences thus ipwro-
duced, It was understond, however, that the
original arrupgement was 1o be carried out as
soon os the Japaneso anthorities could effect it
with sufety; and if the selograms can be trusied
this Is now done.

“Ohotaks is a very largetown, covering 4 semi-
cirele of nearly ten miles at the castorn end of
the BuWo N or inland sea of Jupan, snd at
the mouth of the river Engaws, which runs
down trom Misco, the residence of the Mikado
o1 Bpiritual Emperor. Large white paluces,
sirrounded with trees, uro scatiered through it,,
sad the thick line of junks constantly pressing
ito the river indicates that its trade s already

great, It is the Tort of Miaco, und by far
mlrnltuonmcu emporium in Japan; but
¢ vewsels would bave 1o anchor a consider
sole way off the shore, and would be exposed to
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the winda blowlng up the inland sea. There are
to0 many daimios residing in this city, and the
native population s too dense, to render It a
denirable plaoce of resldence ftor forsignera,
Hingo Is situsted in a small protected bay ot the
feet of pome Bne mountmns on the north shore
of the Bu-Wo Nada, and about twelve miles dis-
tant trom. OUholaks, vessels oan anchor
off it, within bisouit throw of the beach ; and
were the bay only a lttle largor, tew pluces in
the world would be more sonveniant for ship
ping and iransshipping goods, The olimate is ex-
eeedingly healthy, and the boautiful series of sea
lakes # the neighborhood will afford fine
opportunities for yuchting, British merohants
in Japan nave reason to congratulate thomeselves
on a port betng open for them where the atmo-
sphere, the scenery, and the opporttnities tor
making money are all so Eood If only dis-
coptented Loonins ean be Kopt from occasipn.
ally cutting at them with long swords, it may
b sa'd that their lines hiave fallen to them lo &
pleasant plaee,”
